The Tax Appeals on the Triennial 


Assessment recently completed and 
checked up by the County Commis- 
sioners' Office will start on^ Monday. 
January 23. and continue from day 
to day in various parts of the county 
for the several districts until the en- 
tire county is coverejd, which will, 
take until February 6. as advertised. 


A comparison of this assessment 


with the assessment of 1921 shows 
figures which may be or interest to 
the taxpayers of the county. In 1021 
there were 10,150 horses assessed at 
an average of $7309; this year there 
are 9.520 horses returned assessed 
at an average of §6b-35- I" IO21 
there were 8,604 cows assessed at an 
average of $60,32; this year there are 
8,442 cows assessed at an average of 
$41.22. This shows a (reduction in 
the assessment or' horses of $267.000. 
and a reduction in the assessment of 
cows of $171,000. It is interesting to 
note that there is a falling off of 
630 horses and 162 cows. In 1921 the 
assessment on occupations was Si.- 
686,006. In 1922 shows the assess- 
ment of occupations to be $1,123,000; 
this shows a reduction on occupa- 
tions of $563,000: making a total re- 
duction oh the above items of taxa- 
tion in the amount of $1,001,000. - 
-The Triennial Assessment of Real 
Estate in tfie opinion of the Commis- 
sioners was the most difficult prob- 
lem wTiich has confronted them dur- 
ing the last two months.
